Although we 
haven't had a chance to ask Mr. Wilder why 
he didn’t show up, we do know that nothing 
but a sick bed would keep Thisbe at home 
and nothing but a sick bed did. But the cast 
was right in there and complimentary to 
Miss Grieco’s directorship and Miss Betty 
Carmichael’s assistant directorship, “Happy 
Journey” was the most thoroughly enjoyed 
one-act play of the evening. 

The Adventurers wanted to try something 
different, so they took a chance on three one- 
act plays for the annual winter presentation 
given Tuesday night at Memorial auditor- 
ium, They took a chance on the plays them- 
selves. Many Andover theatregoers had seen 
“Happy Journey’’ one or several times be- 
fore, and they thought they might be a little 
bored sitting through it again. Bored? With 
Helen Durkin as Ma Kirby, the sturdy axis 
upon which the small world of the Kirby 
family rotated? So completely did Miss Dur- 
kin adopt Ma’s character that her actions 
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were all spontaneous and without effort. 


She'd hitch down her corsets, comfort her 
stomach, or do so naturally the hundred ges- 
tures that belonged to Ma that she became 
Ma. You couldn't mistake her even in an 
army of Christmas shoppers. Francis Rod- 
ericks made a dandy Pa and what a careful 
driver! Braided and be-ribboned Frances 
McTernen was not a day over fifteen and 
Thompson Webb was younger still, They 
made a cute, wide-eyed pair and sister Beu- 
lah, Evelyn Cilcus, had unmistakably just 
finished shutting Death’s door before her 
family arrived for a visit. It was touching, it 
was funny, it was human. 

After “Fumed Oak” when the audience 
was expecting the short wait between plays 
to allow for the change of scenery, the cur- 
tains did a surprising thing. They stayed 
open. The stage crew and property men 
rushed around clearing the set. Actors and 
actresses could be seen in the background 
having the finishing touches applied to their 
make-up. Gruff orders of “Come on, pep it 
up. Time’s getting short,” rumbled from the 
general confusion and noise. Finally the 
gymnasium walls folded shut. There was

nothing on the stage but the Kirby’s—no 
scenery, no properties, no nothing. George 
Follansbee unconcernedly went about the 
business of being a stage manager, off stage 
noises and a number of neighbors, It was 
extremely well done. Thornton Wilder 


should have been there. 

Rated second by many, first by some and 
condemned by few, was Noel Coward’s 
“Fumed Oak.” Those who condemned were 


more disturbed by the immoral language 
than by the way it was presented, No one 
could deny the near perfection of execution. 
Dan McDonnell was outstanding as Henry 
Gow. He kept his audience right with him, 
and not too many of them thought him 
“mean and nasty.” Isabelle Fenner was the 
sorry result of too much family bickering 
and unpleasantness. Although her part was 
a minor one, she made it important by her 
performance. The wife and mother-in-law 
were also very well-done and Lucia Twom- 
bly and Marguerite Fecteau deserve honor- 
able mention. 

“Thank You, Doctor” was enjoyed for its 
robust humor and ambushful situation, but 
for the most part it did not reach the heights 
of authenticity that the first two plays just 
seemed to grow to. Roland Fraser was, as 
usual, excellent. His part was supposed to 
be slapstick and ‘Mr. Fraser ran the gamut 
of slapstickness from A to Z, He was out- 
standing with Everdike Thiras playing up to 
him as the nurse. Other parts were well- 
acted but with too much acting. E., Whit- 
tredge Clark was a little too boyish for a 
middle-aged specialist, and Miss Peabody, 
although charming, was more dignified than 
cunning. 

Not that “Thank You, Doctor” did not 
deserve whole-hearted praise—it did. It was 
only in comparison with the other two that 
it fell short. 
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Snow Beats Johnson’s 


Chance To Beat P.H.S. 


The serious injuries to two Punchard 
football players and the severe colds of 
three others show plainly that the authori- 
ties of Punchard and Johnson high have a 
very poor scale of values. With snow cov- 
ering a hard playing surface, with boys in 
poor condition because of inactivity due to 
bad weather, these people to whom we en- 
trust the safety of our children insisted that 
they go out there and play football. 

Of course it’s easy to follow their reason- 
ing. The Johnson high people yielded to the 
wishes of their students to play the game 
because they felt that this year provided 
Johnson with its first chance to defeat Pun- 
chard. The Punchard authorities on the 
other hand were cognizant of this Johnson 
feeling, and they knew that if they refused 
to play the game they would be called poor 
sports, “yellow” quitters. It would have 
taken courage, knowing how an insensible 
public opinion would have ridiculed him, for 
Gene Lovely to say: “No, we won't play this 
game. The ground’s too dangerous. Our 
boys might get hurt.” He knew that he and 
his players would be called “yellow.” He 
knew that there would ibe those who would 
entirely forget Gene’s three decades of service 
to Punchard high, those who would forget 
that he had won many games, had lost many 
games, and knew how to take a licking, 
those who would forget that Gene knows 
when the sends his team in that they’re go- 
ing in there to fight, those who would forget 
that it’s not a winning team but a team that 
puts up a game struggle, a team which de- 
velops the character of his boys, that Gene 
wants. Yes, Gene knew that they'd forget 
those things and instead say: “You'd think 
he'd be sport enough to take a licking.” So, 
being human, Gene decided not to put him- 
self in a position where he’d have to take 
all this public criticism, and he sent those 
boys out to play football when he in ‘his 
heart knew that he was exposing them to 
danger. It would have taken courage to 
brave this public criticism. 

But in the true scale of values sportsman- 
ship counts little besides the safety of chil- 
dren entrusted to your care. Anyone who 
puts so-called sportsmanship above safety is 
guilty of inexcusable neglect of duty. Gene 
Lovely went over and looked closely at the 
field’: he should have known the danger to 
the hovs of both towns; he should have been 
brave enough to say: “No, I won't let them 
play.” But he wasn’t, and as a result we here 
in Andover have one boy with a fractured 
collarbone, one with a broken leg, three with 
colds that are dangerously near pneumonia. 
In North Andover the injuries also were too 
many and too serious. 

If you feel that it was right to play that 
game, go to the hospital and see those boys. 
Then ask vourself if “being a good sport” 
really is sensible. Ask yourself if Gene Love- 
ly wouldn’t have been a true sport if he had 
been courageous enough to say: “No, I 
won't expose them to danger, no matter 
what people say about me.” 


By this time you'll probably think that 
the Townsman is, unlike the weather, a “hit 
balmy.” You'll be saying : “Nobody was hurt, 
the game wasn’t played; Gene Lovely

wouldn't let them play; what in the world 
is the Townsman talking about ?” 

Well, that is the editorial that would have 
been written if Gene Lovely had not been 
courageous and, called off the game. That in 
substance is what you'd be saying if he had 
allowed a false sense of sportsmanship to 
overrule his common sense sufficiently to al- 
low those boys to go out and play. But 
what did you ‘say when you heard about 
those eighty students hiking over here from 
North Andover last Friday morning to pro- 
test against the calling off of the game? 
Some of you, not all of you, but too many 
of you did express the feeling that we here 
in Andover were a pretty poor bunch of 
sports. 

The Punchard-Johnson game was origin- 
ally scheduled for Thanksgiving day, but 
snow the day before had covered the Play- 
stead so thoroughly that even Johnson knew 
it couldn’t be played. It was postponed to 
last Saturday and re-scheduled for Law- 
rence’s Memorial stadium which had been 
cleared of snow. But there came more snow. 
Gene Lovely took a trip over and found 
conditions hopeless: if the youngsters who 
tramped over from Johnson high last Fri- 
day morning had detoured via Memorial 
stadium they might never have arrived at 
Memorial auditorium. 


But they did arrive, all A. W. O. L. from 
their own school. It was 1 curious s‘oht, 80 
of them barging in on Punchard holf-way 
through the morning, just about the time 
when the Puncharders were eating their 
lunch. Assistant Coach Joseph Doherty met 
them at the cage door and after hearing a 
statement from the leader he told them that 
was a problem that would thave to be taken 
un by their principal and not by them. Off 
they ambled. Down the corridor Superin- 
tendent Sherman saw the unwonted faces 


coming toward him, a sea of them. He said: 
“Go into the auditorium,” and was thunder- 
struck when all thev did was turn around 
an? go into the auditorium. 


The students wanted that game, wanted 
it very much. But Gene Lovely doesn't give 
in under pressure, and the answer remained 
the same despite the hullabaloo. Punchard’s 
students meantime were interested by- 
standers, conducting themselves in a rather 
exemplary manner. The police by this time 
had been summoned, as well as the North 
\ndover principal, who was later fortified 
by the North Andover superintendent and 
Rev. Mr. Carvell of the school committee. 
Soon the police were shoving them along 
North Andoverward, but they paused a 
while in the park for a cheer or two. A 
cruising car escorted them out Elm street 
and that officer’s job was not too pleasant, 
either. 

Back in school that afternoon Principal 
Hayes instructed the young people in just 
who it is that has the say in such matters, 
anid just who it is that doesn’t have the right 
to walk out of school whenever they see fit. 
Little doubt was left in the students’ minds. 
T ess was left in the minds of those who de- 
cided to take the rest of the day off. 

Here in Andover the reaction was varied.

If We Get Into War, 
What Will We Get Out Of It? 


Public opinion is an amazing thing. A year ago 
this time nearly everybody was determined to 
keep America out of the war; it wasn't our war— 
we had nothing to do with it. Today the trend is 
just the opposite, and more and more people just 
assume that we’re going to get into it, anyway. 
Christmas is coming, and as we recall the phrase 
“Peace on Earth” we think of Christmas over 
there, with homeless, hungry people huddled: to- 
gether in subways or bomb shelters, with buildings 
wrecked, lives wrecked, a whole civilization 
wrecked, And yet, realizing in some measure how 
terrible it must be, still we blithely say: “We'll 
be in it.” 

And why would we be in it? Would it be to 
save Democracy again? Well, if we do get into it, 
let’s at least be honest with ourselves this time. 
It will not be to make the world safe for democ- 
racy; it will be to make the world safe for Eng- 
land and safe for the United States. We'll be sav- 
ing our own necks, in other words. And why do 
we have to save our own necks? 

If we go back to 1914-1918 we'll find out why. 
Woodrow Wilson went over there at the end of 
the war to see if he could bring some real peace 
into the peace negotiations, and he found’ that it 
was impossible because the contracting nations 
had bound themselves up with all kinds of secret 
treaties. It was a vindictive peace, and no peace 
can last when it is based on vindictiveness. 

If we do go into this war, let’s have a treaty be- 
forehand so that we'll know what we're fighting 
for. Let’s not send boys into war to be mowed 
down for a cause that has no chance of being ful- 
filled. If there’s to be sacrifice, let’s make it worth- 


while. If men are to be killed, let them at least die 
with the knowledge that their sons will twenty 
years later be killed for the same reason. Our boys 
fought last time, but the leaders of the various na- 
tions fell down in their job of making that fight 


worthwhile. 
War is a poor pathway to peace. It encourages 
hatred so bitter that at war's end the nation which 


wins can’t help but feel vindictive. It's determined 
that never again will the losing nation be allowed 
to grow strong enough to cause such havoc again. 
That is what happened after the last war, and that 
is what paved the way for this war, You cant 
wipe a Nation out. 

The peace treaty that must be made after this 
war must take into consideration a number of 
things that were completely overlooked last time. 
If what we all want to happen does happen, if 
England wins, she must remember that Germany 
has a great deal to offer the world. In the past few 
years Germany’s genius has been devoted to de- 
struction, fed by a feeling of oppression that found 
its defense mechanism in a feeling that true Ger- 
mans were destined to be rulers, others merely 
slaves. But Germany’s genius has been devoted 
to other things at times in her truly glorious past; 
in science, in music, in many other fields Ger- 
many was a leader. The new peace should allow 
her to develop that genius, should allow her to 
bend it in the directions that will mean progress 
for the human race. 

In other words, before we ever enter this strug- 
gle, we should make it clear, make it binding, that 
the peace which we help to achieve must not be 
based on hatred but on a desire to see the world 
progress on a sound basis of love for your fellow- 
man. That peace must make it possible for every 
nation to prosper, because no Nation can really 
get ahead permanently at the expense of any other. 
If we make National boundaries easy to cross 
economically speaking, Nations like Germany 
won't be so willing to cross them, militarily speak- 


ing.

he actually outshone the other 


ends. Summers at Johnson was 
one of the main reasons for the 
ereat season that Johnson had. 


With him and Hulub on one side 
of the defensive line, and Sulti- 
van backing up the other side, the 
opposing teams had little chance 
to get very far. Boehm of Me- 
thuen, and Greene of Punchard, 
showed enough to rate considera- 
tion for the team, 


Carleton of Methuen and Hulub 
of Johnson were the outstanding 
tackles, In fact, the only ‘com- 
petition came from all four of the 
Punchard tackles, three of whom 
have another year to play. 

Demerjian of Methuen 
bert Lyneh of Punchard led the 
guard candidates. 

Bill Morrissey nosed out Garri- 
ty of Methuen ‘at the all important 
center post. This decision 
one of the most difficult to make, 
because both boys passed well, 
and were strong defensively. The 
nod was given to Morrissey, be- 
cause of the fact that he carried 
the duties of acting captain through 
most of he season when Gus Con- 
no'ly was injured.

power, A constant threat on of-

on defense. Partington of Methuen 
was the main cog in the offense 
of that club, being a fine bucker, 
and better than average passer, in 
addition to his ability to carry on 
inside plays. 

Hammering menry Buntin of 
Punchard, came so fast as the sea- 
on progressed that he was fast 
becoming one of the outstanding 
ball carriers in the league when 
the season closed.
